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ST. JOENS STRIKE by Sid Ingerman 


The Executive Board of Local 1570 calls 


on its membership and all other graduate 
students in the academic job market to 
refuse to consider employment at St. 
Johns University in New York City. 

Ste Johns, the largest Catholic unie 
versity in the United States, has been 
struck by the United Federation of Col- 
lege Teachers = the AFT college divi- 
sion = over the issue of academic freee 
dom and the right of its Faculty to or- 
ganize. 

The walkout was called after 31 proe 
fessors, many of them priests; many of 
them with contracts, had been summarily 
fired last month. Father James O'Reilly, 
president of the AFT local at St. Johns, 
has charged that faculty members at 
St. Johns now work "in an environment of 
fear." 

Ste Johns has thus far refused to ne= 
gotiate with the union and has rebuffed 
two attempts by New York City Labor 
Commissioner James licFadden to provide 
ways to mediate the dispute. The strike 
has received support from the leader= 
ship of the St. Johns chapter of the 
AAUP, city officials in New York, and 
civil rights leaders such as Bayard Rus» 
t ine 

In calling for its boycott of job oe 
penings at St. Johns until the strike 
is settled the Local 1570 Executive 
Board contends that the fight of St. 
Johns faculty members is an important 
step in efforts of academic personnel 
throughout the country to defend their 
rights and to be able to positively in- 
fluence the quality and character of 
their professional performance in rapid= 
ly growing American universities. 


On January 10, the Executive Board of 
Local 1474 issued th. following state~ 
ment on the St. Johns strike: "The 
Berkeley University Teacher's Union, 


Local 1474, American Federation of 
Teachers, wishes to indicate its full 
and enthusi astic support of the tea= 
chers who are striking against St. 
Jchns University in New York. In 
striking for academic freedom and the 
right of the faculty to organize, 

the teachers of St. Johns reiterate 
two basic tenets of teacher profes] 
Sionalism: 1. That academic freedom 
is a working condition, and that the 
lack of, or the corruption of acade= 
mic freedom is the denial, by a 

school administration, of the prcfes- 
sional competence of teachers. 2. That 
union organization provides one of the 
few methods teachers have of effective= 
ly influencing their professional en- 
vironments, and of progressively im- 
proving the course of education; and 
that to deny organizing rights to 
teachers is to display an ignorance 

of or an opposition to basic democra~ 
tic tradition."
